m@ A short walk away from the mighty monu-” 
ments of the Chicago School, the middle-aging 
later traditions, the towers of the ’20s turning to 
the ’30s, the unassuming and less assessable one- 
story taxpayers, Chicago's Loop is looking up and 
waking up to the power-punch sheerness and 
sureness of the Inland Steel Building, opened in 
February. 

The first major building to rise in the Loop in 
over twenty years, it firsts many construction 
features, comes as a bold bid for big business to 
stay in downtown Chicago and rebuild it with a 
new imagination and confidence. Showcase and 
showplace for steel, a prestige building for its 
owners, so it is for the city, so it is as a piece of 
architecture. Outside and inside there is a single 
approach to every part. Overall it is a clear and 
consistent architectural statement. Simplicity is 
its salient theme, and accent’s on the vertical. 


Plan and Precision 

It starts with a two part plan that surely and 
simply separates the service core from the busi- 
ness corps. Building on only 66% of its lot, both 
parts tower up uninterrupted, sheer stretches of 
stainless steel and tinted glass. The service core, 
fronted by a flag court and set back from the 
street, is 25 windowless stories high, sheathed in 
stainless steel panels. Inside it are the elevators, 
fire stairs, toilets, risers, and other services. The 
wide-open, no-columned rectangle of the office 
floors goes up 19 stories, carried by columns on 
the outside, rising ribs, seven on each side, 
bridged by 60 foot built up girders, The first two

movable steel partitions fit. All utilities, power 
and light, communication lines, hot and cold air 
come through the special cellular floor, and sub- 
floor ducts from the service tower. Tap-ins again 
occur at 5’-2” centers. Floating and spacing out 
the floor levels from the outside, on all four sides, 
all the way up, glass comes to a few inches of 
the floor, and flush to the ceiling, striped by the 
narrow mullions between the bold ribs, a delicate 
and dynamic interplay. 


Delicate and Dynamic 

This interplay is very much the Inland Steel 
Building. The eight top floors occupied by the 
Inland Steel Company is flushed with primary 
colors on the office doors, rich blue carpeting 
covers most of the floors, and the remainder is 
off whites and greys. The dining facilities range 
from those of the executives’, finished in rich 
wood paneling, masculine and quiet, tailored, 
neat table settings, to the employees’ cafeteria 
and lounge, alive with crisp color, cheery but 
still sophisticated. The executive offices are 
richly accessoried, lighting is subdued, teak pan- 
eled doors and cabinets breathe an air of trim- 
ness. The top floor Board Room has a 27 foot ta- 
ble brought in before the building was finished, 
while tiny trim hardware skitters the surfaces of 
the teak and white plastic cabinetwork. Through- 
out the various Inland floors the partition mul- 
lions are precisely drawn. The partitions are solid 
up to door head height, then glazed or open 
between. 

From a sleek, specially designed desk you may 
be in position to see the vertically gridded service 
tower reaching up, or the window washing car

inching up or down, or downtown unobstructed 
by any solid spandrel. Only solid spandrel is the 
one spanning the depth of the floor construction, 
plus a few inches, 2 foot, 10 inch wide panels 
of 16 gage stainless steel backed up by 2 inches 
of concrete fireproofing and sealed, among the 
lightest and thinnest curtain walls ever used. 


Curious and Critical 
Other innovations in the foundation work, the 
framing, other details, make the building a con- 
struction catalog as well as a treatise on trimness, 
worth a long look. Waiting interest and enthu- 
siasm brimmed over in a week of open houses, 
preluding a steady parade of visitors. Soon when 
architects SOM move into their new offices in 
the building, it will have its own built-in set of 
self critics. The Chicago Association of Com- 
merce and Industry, the city’s tub-thumping 
tenants of the first two floors, other prestige 
tenants on up, and the impact of being first after 
twenty plus years, being such a fit and finished 
first, will keep the Inland Steel Building long in 
the Loop limelight, open to praise and promise 
for the city, open to the curious, the critical. 

Where so much seems so well done, the 
inclination is to ponder other possibilities, shrug 
nothing off . . . like pondering about the space 
opened by the setback of the two units. How 
much more enjoyable this very welcome breath- 
ing space along Chicago’s sidewalks could be 
for leisurely chatting, sitting on some benches 
there, perhaps under some trees, and certainly 
under the sun. The family resemblance to Lever 
House, so plushly planted and less calm in its 
color common-denominator, may make Inland 
seem lacking some in lushness, and Inland may 
indeed need the sun more to show its sheen and 
seem its best. 

But its verticals soar skyward so surely and 
powerfully, its towers so articulately, its parts 
put together so precisely that the if’s and so‘, 
ipso facto, are but embellishments at best. 0

Brilliant 


Future

m A “world year” of any kind takes courage. 
But after some of the recent unpleasantnesses 
which have arisen out of something called The 
International Geophysical Year, it really takes 
courage to press on with a “World Construction 
Year.” 

Perhaps it is just as well not to think of what 
the Sputniks or the Vanguards of a “World 
Construction Year” might be. To dwell on such 
negative ruminations will inhibit our efforts. 
But I must confess to one dark thought: The 
Russians might steal Frank Lloyd Wright's 
dream of a mile-high skyscraper, and build it 
secretly for an unveiling at some embarrassing 
moment in the year 1960. Aside from such minor 
worries as that, I am convinced that a successful 
“World Construction Year” could be an historic 
contribution to man’s life on earth. 

Moreover, the timing is opportune. The 
timing is opportune because we know that we 
are about to witness the greatest volume of 
construction ever seen upon this planet. Here 
in the U.S. we can foresee with confidence a 
decade of unparalleled construction activity. 

In a ten-year projection of U.S. construction 
prepared for the Architectural Forum, Miles 
Colean, the leading economist in this field, 
foresees the annual volume of construction of 
all kinds rising from the current figure of around 
47 billion dollars to around 69 billion dollars 
in 1967. That is an indicated rise of some 46 
per cent. The sum of all expenditures over the 
ten-year period works out at more than 500

billion dollars. And that is more than the 


depreciated value of all buildings of all kinds— 
exclusive of land—now standing, everywhere in 
the U.S.A. 


The time is opportune for a “World Construc- 
tion Year” for another reason. This vast con- 
struction activity is a world-wide phenomenon. 
We are all familiar with our own population 
increases, that the U.S. population may be 
200-million within the next decade. But our rate 
of increase is modest compared to what is 
happening in the rest of the world. The world 
population explosion cannot be underestimated. 
There are many ways of expressing it, but one 
used by Bill Zeckendorf is a handy one. He 
dramatizes it by saying that it took all of human 
history to reach a world population of one-billion 
by the year 1850. But it took only the next 100 
years to reach a figure of two-billion. And the 
next billion will arrive in a short 25 years—a 
world population of three-billion by 1975. 


Need for Research 


The time is opportune for a “World Cor 
struction Year” for still another reason: The 
pressing need for research. It is fair, I think, 
to say that the construction industry has not 
kept pace with the rest of modern industry in 
either the amount of research or the methods of 
research. Today the construction industry, as we 
all know, is the largest of American industries. 
Chemicals, oils, steel, automobiles — there we 
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. find a relatively few giants dominating their 
' industry, with another ten or a dozen hardy 
‘companies of medium or small size accounting 
for the rest of the industry. By contrast, building 
‘and construction can hardly be called an indus- 
try. Even the largest manufacturer of building 
materials is small in terms of total construction 
activity. A General Motors of the construction 
industry would have to have annual sales of 
around 25-billion dollars to be a General Motors 
of the construction industry. But such a super- 
giant corporation would have a research program 
which would make your eyes pop. 

Of course, there is a very considerable 
amount of research, important research, going 
on among manufacturers of building materials 
and equipment. Yet there is a lag. We all know 
it, One of the main objectives of the “World 
Construction Year” should and will be a frontal 
assault on the research problem. The objectives

the slums of the next generation. Maybe. But 
the question arises: would it have been prudent 
to have invested more of the national resource 
in what in many ways was simply emergency 
housing? 

Another broad question which needs study 
in my opinion, is the so-called shortage of land. 
There is undoubtedly a shortage of development 
land around our cities, that is, desirable land 
at an economic price. What about undesirable 
land? Could it be made desirable with proper 
planning and modern, heavy earth-moving 
equipment. What probable developments in 
transportation might affect land values. There 
is something just around the scientific corner 
called “climate control,” being studied now for 
its military implications. Its real estate implica- 
tions are staggering. For instance, a very slight 
improvement in climate in Alaska would open 
that magnificent area to fantastic development. 
And long before we colonize the moon. 


Rational Measure 


Perhaps at this point I should state my 
general frame of reference more explicitly. My 
general frame of reference is the total national 
resource, the sum of our energies, applied to our 
physical resources and multiplied by skills, 
knowledge and technology. We can’t do every- 
thing; at any given time, the national resource 
is finite and limited. Now, this concept of 
measuring human endeavor against the national 
resource has been challenged on the ground 
that in effect it subjects everything to the 
economic test. Well, it does. But I submit that 
there is no other test to apply. In our society. 
at this particular time in its history, the only 
ultimate measure of value is a rational measure. 
We are a rational people —or at least that is 
our ideal—and quite as important, we are a 
democratic people. We are rational and demo- 
cratic. Architecturally speaking, for instance, we 
can have no Versailles because we have no 
Louis XIV. That’s because we are democratic. 
Indeed, we are so democratic that we can’t even 
have any Stately Homes of England; rich men 
are embarrassed to build them. 

Doubtless the “World Construction Year” 
will also bring forth hopeful, worthy, and even 
desirable schemes for mass housing on a scale 
hitherto undreamed of. We know that even in 
this, the most highly industrialized of countries,

Efficiency and the City 


There is one final reason why the time is 
propitious for a “World Construction Year,” 
And that is the crisis of the big cities. They are 
here to stay. The more highly industrialized a 
country becomes, the more urbanized it becomes. 
Q.E.D., the whole world will become more and 
more urbanized, and the most urbanized of all 
peoples will be the Americans. And the cold 
fact is that urban life in big cities today is mon- 
strously inefficient. 

Efficiency? American industry is efficient, the 
most efficient in the world. But American life, 
as we all have to live it, is one of the world’s 
most inefficient. There are hundreds of people 
in our organization who work longer hours than 
their fathers or grandfathers — if you add on the 
two, three or even four hours spent daily in 
getting to and from work, the least productive 
hours ever spent by man. 

The city, in my opinion, is the greatest chal- 
lenge that World Construction Year could take 
up. Every element of its solution, except politics, 
lies within the construction industry and the 
allied professions — architects, designers, plan- 
ners, engineers, bankers, real estate men, builders 
and contractors — these are people who will have 
to solve the problem of the cities if they are ever 
to be solved. 

In brief summary, let me again urge the 
importance and timeliness of a World Construc- 
tion Year. Science and technology are creating 
a revolution in architecture, design, materials, 
methods. The whole construction industry could 
benefit by an appraisal of where it stands and 
where it should be heading in terms of research 
and technology. But we also need a frame of 
reference by which to appraise and _ render 
judgment, and I have offered the economics test, 
the test of rationality in a democratic society. 
Do we put a hundred billion dollars into high- 
ways or a hundred billion into cities—or i 
what proportion, for we can’t do both. And lastly, 
I have offered the problem of the city. For of 
all national problems, and increasingly an inter- 
national problem, the problem of the city ranks 
only below defense, education and race relations. 
That, I submit, is a challenge worthy of even 
such a great and adventurous project as “World 
Construction Year.” 0

Chicago Construction 
Dollar Volume Dips 


Building permits issued iD 


Chicago for January, 1958, re 
flected a total dollar volume of 
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construction of $16,344,771, ac- 
cording to figures made public by 
Building Commissioner George 
L. Ramsey. He said this volume 
is $8,533,969 or 34.3 percent 
under the $24,878,734 volume for 
the corresponding month a year 
ago. 

Although the dollar volume of 
alterations and repairs was up 
more than two and a half million 
dollars above the volume for 
1957, single-family dwelling con- 
struction dropped 17 percent in 
units, and 23 percent in dollar 
volume below the unit and dol- 
lar volume of dwelling construc- 
tion for January of last year. 


Chicago Metropolitan 
Area Building Down 
16 Percent in 1957 


December contracts for fu- 
ture construction for the residen- 
tial building category in the 
metropolitan Chicago area to- 
taled $42,999,000, a decrease of 
13 percent compared to Decem- 
ber 1956, Richard H. Ray, F. W.
